Airport says they've 
outgrown facility 

...Cost overruns cause problems In 


runway extension

Plans at the Olds/Didsbury Air¬ 
port are taxiing down the runway 
and will soon take off. 

With cooperation from the 
Towns of Didsbury and Olds, and 
Mountain View County, a runway 
extension is set to take place at the 
beginning of September. 

The project will be coordinated 
with the construction on High¬ 
way 2A so that one large contract 
can be awarded, and the airport 
doesn't have to pay equipment 
moving costs. 

"This way it is cheaper for us," 
says Ruf May, chairman of the 
Airport Commission. 

The project is to extend the 
current length of the runway from 
3950 feet to 3600 feet. 

May says, "Right now we have 
outgrown our runway." He cites 
the fact that planes are getting 
larger and need a longer strip. He 
also says that there has been tre¬ 
mendous growth in the use of the 
facility, and will continue to be 
esp>ecially with the new hangars 
built last year another planned for 
this year. 

So the runway project, after 
about one year of planning, will go 
ahead. 

But the project hasn't been 
without obstacles, admits May but 
they have been overcome and the 
project is set to fly. 

One of the problems was a short¬ 
fall in their already tight budget of 
about $20,000. 

The original budget was in the 
vicinity of $140,000, of which the 
federal government gave a trans¬ 
portation grant of $80,000. The 
rest of the costs were to be picked 
up by a $30,000 contribution from 
Mountain View County, in the 
form of preliminary dirt work, and 
the commission's own budget, 
which is in the form of operating 
grants from both towns. 

The expected shortfall was 
brought to the attention of the 
Didsbury town council at their 
last meeting, and Olds council was 
also warned, as they are ultimately 
responsible for the airport as joint 
owners in the facility. 

Both councils indicated, in no 
uncertain terms, that they were 
not willing to cover the cost over¬ 
run. However, they did agree to 
co-sign a loan that would be taken 
out in the Olds/Didsbury Airport 
Commission’s name. 

May says that this is more than 
reasonable, as the project will still 
be able to go ahead. 

"We can't expect them (the 
towns) to cover the shortfalls on 
our budget. They just don't have it 
in their own budget." 

The terms of such an agree¬ 
ment between the two towns and 
the commission is still in the 
works. 

Coun. Don Watt also suggested 
that the commission consider go¬ 
ing to corporate users for dona¬ 
tions to the project. Coun. Dorothy 
Moore-Anderson said that she 
believed another option to raise 
some funds instead of a bank loan 
could come from raising the cur¬ 
rent hangar and tie-down fees for 
the users of the airport. She said 
she believes theses fees are far 


below what they should be to be 
competitive with other similar size 
facilities. 

The cost overrun was as a re¬ 
sult of some unexpected engineer¬ 
ing costs and last minute changes 
that moved the extension from 
the north to an extension to the 
edge of property on the southwest 
end of the current runway. 

The reason the direction of the 
extension had to be changed was 
partially due to some drainage 
problems to the north. So, for now 
the extension will go the other 
way. 

However, the commission has 
set up an agreement with Moun¬ 
tain View County to fix the drain¬ 
age problem for the future. The 
proposal was that while the county 
crews were on the land doing the 
dirt work, they could also work to 
remedy the drainage concern that 
affects boththelandofthe airport, 
and the adjacent county land. 

"Were all working together," 
says May. 

However, the cost won't be to¬ 
tally carried by the county, who 
has already committed $30,000 to 
the project. Instead, the commis¬ 
sion will use up what might be left 
of the $30,000 donation, and the 
county will provide a loan for any¬ 
thing over and above that gap. 

In discussion at the last county 
meeting, councillors suggested 
that a debenture be taken by the 
airport, which could be at a lower 
interest rate, over a longer period 
of time, and would have to be co¬ 
signed by the towns who own the 
facility. 

Coun. Ian Harvie said," For the 
potential longterm enhancement 
of the county, I think we should 
definitely enter into discussion." 

But the motion wasn't carried 
without some questions from 
those around the county council 
table. 

Coun. Jack Peck worried about 
becoming a financial institution 
for the airport. He also wondered 
if they were setting a precedent 
for other projects to negotiate long 
term loans. 

Reeve, Pat James, indicated his 
concern that the county was pick¬ 
ing up a large portion of the tab 
even though they had no owner¬ 
ship rights to the facility. 

"I think it is about time that the 
towns take some responsibility for 
their own airport," he said. How¬ 
ever, his concerns were addressed 
by the requirement that the town 
co-sign any debenture taken 
against the county book. 

James also asked the public 
works superintendent if the 
county crews would have to give 
up time on other more important 
projects to do the extra work at the 
airport. Bill Merchant said he be¬ 
lieved there would time for every¬ 
thing, especially because the 
project is late in the construction 
year. 

Coun. Diane Davtes made the 
motion to support the project to a 
$30,000 cap, but to negotiate a 
long term loan with the commis¬ 
sion. 

May said he thinks this is a fair 
agreement. "It is a good partner- 
ship."

Fees too high, say councillors

After taking heat for the sub¬ 
stantial hike in appeal fees, the 
county has chosen to reconsider 
their decision. 

Coun. Ian Harvie brought the 
discussion back to the table dur¬ 
ing the last meeting after taking 
heat from county ratepayers. 

"Maybe $300 is a little bit ex¬ 
cessive," said Harvie. 

Previously, the charge for a 
development appeal was $50, and 
there was no cost for an adjacent 
landowner to appeal a subdivi¬ 
sion. That cost skyrocketed to 
$300 when councillors unani¬ 
mously voted to accept a new fee 
schedule. 


Many citizens of the county 
have backlashed against the fee 
saying it is unfair. Some have 
indicated that because the only 
time they hear about a develop¬ 
ment is after it has been approved, 
the $300 fee to appeal a decision 
that has already been made is too 
steep. 

Those comments have been 
heard through public hearings, 
comments to councillors, and 
public forum. 

Councillors initially indicated 
that the reason for the fee hike 
was twofold. First, they wished 
to eliminate frivolous appeals. 
Second, they were working to¬ 
wards a cost recovery system. 


Other councillors also ex¬ 
pressed that they had received 
negative feedback regarding the 
fee, and were willing to re-exam¬ 
ine the fee. 

Reeve, Pat James said, "I've 
also had some concerns and I 
think being responsive to look¬ 
ing at it is something that we 
should be doing." 

He added that the fee may not 
be unreasonable for a developer 
whose development has been de¬ 
nied, but for the individual per¬ 
son, he believes it may be a little 
steep. 

The issue will be revisited at 
the next municipal planningcom- 
mission meeting. 


County wants to send strong 
message to province

The county plans to send a strong message to 
the province via the Premier's Task Force on 
Infrastructure. 

The councillors addressed issues such as 
long range road plans, communication, and 
downloading of road responsibility without the 
subsequent downloading of the dollars to sup¬ 
port programs. 

Mountain View County councillors have sent 
their concerns through the Alberta Association 
ofMunicipal District and Counties (AAMD&C). 

An issue that the councillors especially 
wished to stress was the need for firm commit¬ 
ments from in the province in the form of long 
range plans. 

Coun. Linda Burrell stated that the prov¬ 
ince requires the county to create and commit 
to a long range plan for infrastructure, however 
she feels that the province is being hypocritical. 
She says that although The Province of Alberta 
does create a long range plan, they seldom make 
a firm commitment to the document. 

"The government changes it on us without 
even letting us know," says Burrell. She be¬ 
lieves that this lack of communication causes 
the county's planning to be upset. 

Councillors suggested to the province 
through their submission to the Task Force 
that a potential solution might be, "To improve 
consultation and communication with local mu¬ 
nicipalities." It also states, "Consent from both 
parties (the municipality and the province) 
should be given before changes are made in 
these long range plans and the timing of 
projects." 

Secondary Highways, are also a major con¬ 


cern of Mountain View County. They believe 
that the problem again goes back to communica¬ 
tion. The document says, "The current situation 
is that the province may add or delete current 
year projects without any consultation with the 
municipality... Consultation should be defined 
as meeting with the municipality, not a letter 
informing what the provincial decision will be." 

Downloading of bridge projects, which used 
to be the responsibility of the province is a point 
of contention with the county public works. 
County commissioner, Harold Johnsrude ex¬ 
plained that the removal of old structures are 
not covered in the percentage of provincial fund¬ 
ing allowed to the district for such projects. 
Johnsrude said that often this means that the 
supposed two-thirds cost sharing is ending up to 
be less than half after the cost of removing an 
existing structure. 

Council will also outline the pressures that 
they are feeling in terms of deteriorating in¬ 
frastructure and the inability to cover these 
costs in the budget. The document being sent 
to the AAMD&C says that an increase in agri¬ 
cultural and industrial activity are wearing 
the roads at a faster rate than the municipal¬ 
ity is able to repair them. Also putting stress 
on the roads, especially in the County of Moun¬ 
tain View is the larger equipment that is now 
used due to logging, the petroleum industry, 
elevator shut downs, and intensive livestock 
operations. 

The County's input on the needs for 
infrastucture will be included in the AAMD&C 
presentation to the Premier's Task Force on 
Infrastructure.

NDP calls for fair 
elections 

The federal NDP caucus has voted against legislation 
that will undermine the Canadian Wheat Board. 

"Bill C-4 will erode the integrity of the Wheat Board 
and farmers’ confidence in it," MP Dick Proctor, NDP 
agriculture critic, said. 

The government introduced Bill C-4 in September 
1997. The House of Commons passed the Bill on June 
11, as amended by the Senate. 

"One of the few redeeming features of the original Bill 
C-4," said Proctor, "was an inclusion clause which 
would have allowed the Board, after a vote by farmers, 
to add a grain to its mandate. The Senators, with the 
blessing of Wheat Board Minister Ralph Goodale, have 
now effectively gutted this clause." 

Bill C-4 provides for farmers to elect 10 directors to 
oversee the Wheat Board's operations. 

"We await regulations setting spending limits for 
candidates in these elections, and we also want strict 
limits on third party spending," said Proctor. 

"We do not want to see large corporations and groups 
like the National Citizen's Coalition controlling elec¬ 
tions to the Board of Directors.

Global situation is becoming alarming 


Dear Editor, 

Is it El Nino or what? 

We've all heard and read sto¬ 
ries this year about strange 
weather patterns and the El Nino 
factor. Flooding in areas normally 
suffering from low rainfall... ice 
and snow storms crippling sec¬ 
tions of the country. What forces 
are at play here? 

Flying into Calgary airport 
recently, our small plane ap¬ 
peared to be heading right into a 
sand storm: a wall of yellow-grey 
was approaching and the blue 
sky above gave measuddensense 
of deja vu. A month or so earlier I 
experienced the same thing, 
caught in a sand storm in the 
sub-Saharan region on Mali. 
There, at this time of year, the 
fine desert sand clouds make the 
environment golden in colour and 
darken the sky. As we landed in 
Calgary, I could see the fine sand 
flying over the tarmac in the 
strong wind. We were told it was 
a dust storm and we had nothing 
to worry about. 

This localised sand storm was 
a weak reminder of the dirty thir¬ 
ties' in Southern Alberta, when 
the sky was filled with heavy 
clouds which, from a distance, 
looked like smoke from burning 
fires; in fact it was the dry loose 
top soil that was flying away. Since 
then, agricultural practices have 


changed in Southern Alberta 
and people have adapted to the 
needs of the environment. Every 
effort is being made to protect 
the fragile soil. Still, the area 
remains vulnerable, semi-arid, 
with very little tree or shrub 
cover to break the wind and 
protect plants and seedlings. 

It's a far cry from north-east¬ 
ern Mali where USC Canada is 
involved with the local people in 
a major land improvement pro¬ 
gram . There the situation is worse 
than it was in Southern Alberta 
during the dirty thirties. The 
Malian elders explaining that 
some 50 years ago, the hillsides 
were densely forested all the way 
down into the valleys where sea¬ 
sonal rivers provided sustenance 
for people and animals. What 
happened? Over the decades, 
rainfall continuously decreased, 
people deforested the area with¬ 
out regard for the long-term im¬ 
pact and more and more top soil 
flew away: a phenomenon becom¬ 
ing known as desertification.' 
Today the hillsides are bare rock 
with only the remains of baobab 
trees to remind us where the 
water lines were. But people are 
fighting back. 

Desertification is the result of 
climate change and human in¬ 
tervention. It has led to dramatic 
degradation of soil and environ¬ 
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ment in over 110 countries. 
Nine hundred million people are 
affected. The global situation 
has become so alarming that 
government representatives and 
experts got together to develop 
the International Convention 
On Desertification and Drought. 

The treaty was adopted on 
June 17, 1994 and came into 
force in December 1996 after 
more than 50 countries, includ¬ 
ing Canada ratified the Con¬ 
vention. The United Nations 
then declared June 17 World 
Day to Combat Desertificaiton. 

The people in Mali use this 
day to educate people in the 
cities and in the villages about 
the importance of trees and en¬ 
vironment protection. Several 
thousand seedlings of local tree 
varieties that withstand the 
drought and the strong desert 
winds have been prepared and 
will be given out to farmers, 
city dwellers and youth. Train¬ 
ing on how to plant the trees 
and care for them will also be 
provided. The model was cre¬ 
ated in Gono, a village in the 
region of Douentza. There the 
school children are in charge of 
an arboretum with over 50 va¬ 
rieties of local trees. Many of 
the trees had disappeared from 
the region and it was difficult 
for the elders to pass on the

traditional knowledge about 
their importance to the youth 
of the village. The school envi¬ 
ronment provides a new frame¬ 
work for learning and apprecia¬ 
tion of the trees and their value 
for the community as a whole. 
The children are enthusiastic 
about their new responsibili¬ 
ties. The area around the school 
is green and visitors stop on the 
road nearby to see this unusual 
sight in the middle of a semi- 
desert area. Other young peo¬ 
ple have copied the project and 
the local nursery grower is con¬ 
fident that he can become self- 
sufficient and make a living off 
selling trees to the local people 
- now that they have under¬ 
stood their importance. 

News of the concept has made 


it all the way to Lethbridge, 
Alberta where an elementary 
school class has twinned with 
the children in Gono. This year 
to mark June 17, Anti- 
Desertification Day in 
Lethbridge, children from that 
class, along with other schools 
in the area, will plant trees and 
shrubs in their communities 
and will receive training ses¬ 
sions on which trees to plant 
and then how to look after them. 
What better way to build bridges 
for a brighter world and pro¬ 
mote the understanding of an 
issue that affects all of us?

Chinook Arch Victim Services 



is an RCMP based victim assist¬ 
ance program. It provides sup¬ 
port, information, and referrals 
for victims of crime or tragedy. 
These referrals can be to local 
agencies. The program encom¬ 
passes an area of 7,500 square 
kilometres, including the detach¬ 
ment areas of Olds, Didsbury and 
Sundre and has offices in the 
RCMP detachments of all three 
towns. 

This victim services program 
provides an invaluable service to 
both the RCMP and the commu¬ 
nity. Chinook Arch Victim Serv¬ 
ices and the RCMP work together 
through an RCMP liaison officer 
and other RCMP members have 
also volunteered their time to 
further the program. 

Although the concept of a vic¬ 
tim assistance program is not new 
in Alberta, the Chinook Arch Vic¬ 
tim Services Program started 
under a steering committee in 
October 1997. It is now a Regis¬ 
tered Society with a volunteer 
Board of Directors, a trained Pro¬ 
gram Coordinator and trained

Support Workers representing 
all detachment areas. One of the 
first tasks for Program Coordina¬ 
tor Betty Fawns, a volunteer her¬ 
self, was to form a team of reliable 
volunteer support workers. 

Presently, there are 22 sup¬ 
port workers representing all 
three detachment areas. Eleven 
support workers have previous 
training and experience and the 
remainder are new to the pro¬ 
gram and are still undergoing 
training. As part of the applica¬ 
tion process, support workers 
undergo an interview and secu¬ 
rity check through the RCMP. 
After being accepted, they par¬ 
ticipate in training that covers 
victims of sexual and domestic 
assault, substance abuse, as well 
as suicide prevention, hospital 
familiarization, coping with the 
sudden death of a loved one and 
court preparation. In addition, 
they participate in ride-alongs 
with members of their RCMP 
detachment. All support work¬ 
ers display reliability and confi¬ 
dentiality in every task they do. 

A victim's first contact with 
the program occurs when they 
meet with a support worker at 
the request of an RCMP officer. 
Depending on the needs of the 
client, workers help lessen the 
impact of the crime, cope with its 
effects and provide information 
on preventing revictimization 
through support, information 
and referral. Support workers 
refer victims to other relevant 
agencies, such as sexual assault 
centres or battered women's shel¬ 
ters to increase the victim's net¬ 


work of support. A victim's in¬ 
volvement with the Support 
Workers is voluntary and can be 
terminated by the victim at any 
time. 

Support Workers are trained 
to assist victims of all types of 
crime. Since the program became 
operational in January of 1998, 
however, their involvement has 
been wholly with victims of per¬ 
sons crime. Support workers have 
been called out by the RCMP to 
27 incidents and have provided 
services to 41 victims. 

Chinook Arch Victim Services 
receives their funding from a va¬ 
riety of sources. They received 
monies from the Ilona Campbell 
Memorial Fund, the County of 
Mountain View FCSS and pri¬ 
vate donations. An application has 
been made for a grant from the 
Department of Justice, also. De¬ 
spite receipt of these grants, 
fundraising is still vital to the 
operation. We hope fundraising 
ventures such as the Chinook Arch 
Victims Services golf tournament 
and the Didsbury, Olds, Sundre 
RCMP raffle are a great success. 

This summer, look for the joint 
Chinook Arch Victim Services/ 
RCMP exhibit booth at the Moun¬ 
tain View County Fair in Olds 
from August 6-9. Volunteers will 
be available to answer questions 
and provide information to the 
community.

Doctor wants Didsburians to really “Know Smoking. ”

His car may look a little 
strange, but he wants you to butt 
out. 

No, not out of his business, 
but in the very literal sense of the 
term: He wants Didsburians to 
put an end to their smoking habit 
and his car proves the point. 

Dr. Simon Bryant, a family 
practitioner and author, is work- 
ingout of the College Green Medi¬ 
cal Centre as a holiday relief for 
Dr. Holder. 

Bryant penned the book, 
"Know Smoking," and that is what 
he is encouraging Didsburians to 
do while he is visiting. 

He says that he always asks 
the people who come into the 
office if they are smokers. Then, 
he says, he talks to them about 
their habit, but doesn't automati¬ 
cally assume they need to quit 
smoking at that moment. 

"Not everybody is ready to quit 
right away," he says. 

But he does talk to them and 
try to help them understand. "I've 
certainly counselled dozens and 
dozens of patients here," says 
Bryant. 

An avid supporter of smoking 
cessation, Bryant isn't your typi¬ 
cal activist. He has no intention 
of using guilt and guerilla tactics 
to back smoker against a wall. 

Instead if talking about resist¬ 
ing the temptation to smoke and 
the use of willpower, he reverses 
the formula. 


"I try to make it tempting to 
quit," he says. 

His approach is in the simplic¬ 
ity of truth. 

Bryant says his biggest goal is 
to clear the smoke around the 
addiction, saying that there are 
many fallacies that smokers and 
non-smokers believe. 

"There is technical informa¬ 
tion around smoking that people 
just don't have," he says. 

Nicotine does not cause can¬ 
cer. 

You will die young. 

You will retire in poor health 
with no money. 

His book outlines the possible 
monetary value of butting out. 
He says that if a young person 
who smoked one pack a day were 
to put the equivalent amount of 
money in an RRSP each year, in 
42 years they would have 
$ 1,085,231 at the end of 42 years. 

He tells his patients and his 
readers how they are addicted. 
He proposes that is not the nico¬ 
tine, but rather the pattern that 
is addictive. 

Bryant explains the factual 
numbers of life expectancy. Ac¬ 
cording to his statistics, one out 
of every two smokers dies of a 
disease that can be directly linked 
to the habit. 

The health fact is that most 
smokers believe that nicotine 
causes cancer. Bryant tells them 
no, it is the tar that runs directly 
from the lungs into the arteries

and then travels to the brain, 
causing a seven to ten second 
'high.' 

Bryant says his hope is that 
smokers understand their habit, 
and that will lead them to quit 
smoking, not to force smokers 
into corner. 

Bryant is considering talking 
to the local schools about smok¬ 
ing while he is here, as he has 


heard the statistic that Didsbury 
has the highest rate of youth 
smokers in the region. 

However, if he doesn't make it 
there, he says that a video he 
voluntarily made for the Alberta 
Lung Association will do the 
trick. 

This doctor is not likely to be¬ 
come a millionaire with his mis¬ 
sion. In fact, his book is self-pub-

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lished and the time he spends 
counselling people about cessa¬ 
tion is voluntary, but it is the 
mission that matters, says 
Bryant. 

He will be at the College Green 
Medical Centre until July 3. A 
drive around town will help eas¬ 
ily identify this doctor turned 
author as he will continue to drive 
his "Know Smoking" car.

How do you want your ham¬ 
burgers cooked? "Well done, 
please." A simple request, but 
one that may save you and 
your family a lot of discomfort 
this summer. 

Eating an undercooked 
hamburger can cause a type of 
food poisoning commonly re¬ 
ferred to as Hamburger Dis¬ 
ease. Hamburger Disease is 
caused by a particular strain 
of E. coli bacteria, a common 
organism that is often present 
in undercooked beef, pork and 
poultry products. If allowed to 
grow in foods, the bacteria 
may cause severe stomach 
cramps and bloody diarrhea 
two to eight days after eating

the contaminated food. Dehy¬ 
dration and a mild fever are 
also common during the ill¬ 
ness, which usually lasts seven 
to 10 days. 

Although most people re¬ 
cover without complications, 
Hamburger Disease can have 
serious side efTects in children, 
the elderly, and the chroni¬ 
cally ill. As an example, young 
children are particularly vul¬ 
nerable to an unusual form of 
kidney failure called Hemolytic 
Uremic Syndrome (HUS), that 
is often associated with Ham¬ 
burger Disease. In Alberta, 
there are an average of four 
deaths per year due to this 
disease alone. 

The consumption of all types 
of meat can cause Hamburger 
Disease, however, hamburger 
(or ground beef) tops the list 
because the bacteria, which is 
normally found on the surface 
of meats, is spread through¬ 
out the product during the 
grinding process. If the ham¬ 
burger is not thoroughly 
cooked to the "well done" stage, 
bacteria in the centre may sur¬ 
vive and illness may result if it 


is consumed. The incidence of 
Hamburger Disease is more 
prevalent during the summer 
months, presumably due to im¬ 
proper foodhandling practices, 
compounded by very warm 
weather and the use of a barbe¬ 
cue where cooking tempera¬ 
tures may be very difficult to 
control. 

It is very easy to protect you 
and your family from Ham¬ 
burger Disease by insisting 
that your hamburgers be 
cooked "well done, please," and 
by following these simple pre¬ 
cautions when cooking all 
meats and poultry: 

1. Refrigerate or freeze meat 
and poultry as soon as possible 
after buying. 

2. Thaw frozen meat and 
poultry in the refrigerator, not 
on the counter. This will re¬ 
quire some planning to ensure 
that the product is thawed in 
time for cooking. Thawing fro¬ 
zen meats on the counter will 
result in excessive bacterial 
growth and could cause food 
poisoning even if the meat is 
thoroughly cooked. 

3. Thoroughly wash your 


hands with soap and hot wa¬ 
ter before handling or prepar¬ 
ing foods, and after handling 
raw meats and poultry. If you 
have handled raw meats or 
raw poultry, it is recom¬ 
mended that you dry your 
hands on clean paper towels, 
instead of a cloth towel, after 
handwashing. This will pre¬ 
vent any harmful bacteria 
from being spread to the cloth 
towel, and possibly re-con¬ 
taminating your hands dur¬ 
ing future use. 

4. Prepare raw meats (in¬ 
cluding hamburger patties) 
quickly, then cook them right 
away or return them to the 
refrigerator until needed. 
Don't let raw meats sit out at 
warm air temperatures for 
long periods of time. 

5. Thoroughly cook meats 
and poultry so that the centre 
is no longer pink and the meat 
juices run clear. If it helps 
you make hamburger patties 
thinner and pre-cook poultry 
in the microwave oven before 
placing them on the barbe¬ 
cue. For hamburgers and any 
ground meats, always insist 


that they be cooked "well done, 
please." 

6. Always use separate 
plates for holding raw and 
cooked meats. This will pre¬ 
vent cooked products from 
being re-contaminated by 
blood and juices from raw 
meat. 

7. Serve cooked meats and 
poultry immediately or keep it 
hot, about 60 degrees Celsius 
(140 degrees F), until served. 

8. Refrigerate leftover meats 
and poultry as soon as possi¬ 
ble after the meal. Don't let 
cooked meats sit out at warm 
air temperatures for long peri¬ 
ods of time. 

9. Thoroughly wash 
dishes, cutting boards, coun¬ 
ter tops, and utensils with 
hot soapy water and then 
rinse them in a bleach solu¬ 
tion, especially if they have 
come into contact with raw 
meats or poultry.

Seasonal supplement considerations for 
feeders on tame pasture in Alberta 


ALBERTA AGRICULTURE, FOOD AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT 


There is increased interest in 
supplementing pastures to con¬ 
sistently achieve competitive 
gains and feed conversions. Pro¬ 
ducers have many choices in¬ 
cluding no supplements, salt- 
mineral combinations, prima¬ 
rily energy, primarily protein 
or a combination of energy and 
protein supplements. 

Supplements are not required 
on pasture but there are times 
when supplements are a cost 
effective method if enhancing 
gains or extending the pasture 
period. The following general 
points relate to what kind of 
supplement is most suitable to 
meet grazing yearlings needs 
on a tame pasture: 

1. Trace minerals are usually 
deficient and should be supple¬ 
mented either on a free choice 
basis if no supplement is fed or 
within the supplement when 
appropriate. 

2. A protein supplement can 
increase forage intake, especially 
for high fibre, low protein for¬ 
ages. Protein supplements can 


enhance forage digestibility and 
generally do not result in sub¬ 
stitution of supplement for for¬ 
age intake. The choice within 
the protein supplements is com¬ 
plicated by the portion of pro¬ 
tein available in the rumen (DIP 
- degradable intake protein) or 
the small intestine (UIP - 
undegradable intake protein). 
Htgh fibre diets need DIP. 

3. Energy supplements (pri¬ 
marily grain) fed at 0.4 to 
0.6% of body weight on a for¬ 
age diet do not significantly 
reduce forage digestibility and 
forage intake. At higher en¬ 
ergy supplement intakes, ani¬ 
mals will substitute the sup¬ 
plement for available forage. 
Energy supplements work best 
when forage dry matter avail¬ 
ability is restricted, for ex¬ 
tending the pasture or when 
limit fed in small quantities. 

4. Stockpiled Spring: Gain 
is restricted by high fibre, low 
crude protein and low DIP. 
This suggests reduced intakes 
due to slower degradation of 


fibre. Preferred supplements 
are those that can supply DIP. 
They include molasses and 
urea protein supplements in 
liquid and block form or grain 
and urea supplements. Energy 
(gain) supplements with urea 
or other DIP protein sources 
are acceptable at limited levels. 

5. Late May and June: Pas¬ 
ture is low in effective fibre 
and supplies more DIP than 
required. The low effective fi¬ 
bre will result in less rumina¬ 
tion, a more acidic rumen pH 
and a decrease in microbial 
protein production. Preferred 
supplements are high in effec¬ 
tive fibre and include limited 
amounts of stored hay, straw 
and perhaps beet pulp. This is 
not a time to feed energy from 
grain. 

6. July, August and Early 
September: The July to early 
September time period is ex¬ 
tremely variable for forage 
quality and availability and is 
dependant on the grazer's 
skills in managing the forage 
to meet the growing animals 
needs. The potential for lower 
gains exists. Preferred supple¬ 
ments will depend on owner 


objectives and forage manage¬ 
ment ie. grazed continuously, 
grazed by controlled methods 
and grazing severity. Limit 
feed energy supplements if ex¬ 
tending the pasture is a high 
objective. Energy supplements 
could be whole oats, processed 
barley, processed grain screen¬ 
ings, commercial range pel¬ 
lets and cubes. Supplement 
protein when pasture dry mat¬ 
ter is available but pasture 
has been continuously or 
rotationally grazed at low 
stock intensities and much of 
the stand is mature. DIP may 
be marginal. Intake of both 
energy and protein supple¬ 
ments must be restricted to 
optimize gain and feed effi¬ 


ciency response. 

7. Ijate September and Fall: 
Maintaining high gains will be 
related to high non-structural 
carbohydrates, fresh feed daily 
and fresh water. Effective fibre, 
DIP and UIP will be variable 
from year to year depending on 
soil moisture, plant regrowth 
and pasture management skills. 
The preferred supplements will 
be similar to the July, August 
and early September period. DIP 
may be marginal and is the pro¬ 
tein type of choice to supple¬ 
ment. Feed conversions calcu¬ 
lated as pounds dry matter per 
pound of additional gain will 
only be competitive if the energy 
or protein supplement is limit 
fed.

Changing face nf rural landscape 


For over 20 years, Alberta Agri - 
culture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment has been concerned over the 
loss of agricultural land. As a re¬ 
sult, since 1976, the department 
has regularly monitored additions 
and deletions to the land base. 
Results are now available from 
the most recent study and you 
might by pleasantly surprised. 

"From 1991 to 1995, Alberta 


did not lose any agricultural land 
to development. On the contrary, 
there was a five-year net gain of 
over 20,000 acres," said Mike 
Pearson, senior policy analyst with 
policy secretariat, Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment. 

"This happened because of 
policy changes in the early 1990s, 
including the phasing out of gov¬ 


ernment financing for the pur¬ 
chase of land. The changes led 
many holders of public lands 
leases with options to purchase to 
finalize the sale of the land, add¬ 
ing to the agricultural land base. 
Municipalities continue to make 
responsible land-use planning de¬ 
cisions that protect agricultural.” 

The net loss of agricultural land 
over two decades is 253,000 acres. 
When compared to the provincial 
agricultural land base, this repre¬ 
sents only one-half of 1%. It is 
recognized that the overall qual¬ 
ity of our land base is changing 
very slightly over time. While most 
land additions are of lower qual¬ 
ity, about half of the land dele¬ 
tions are of higher quality. 

Alberta Agriculture does not 
believe that agricultural land base 
is in jeopardy, but that doesn't 
mean it's time to be complacent. 
Even more demands on the agri¬ 
cultural land bases are expected 
in the future. 

"In addition to public land sales 
no longer being encouraged, oil 
and gas activity is at a 20-year 
high," said Pearson. "Also, resi¬ 
dential subdivisions have been 
increasing since the mid-1980s. 
As urban residential develop¬ 
ments move into rural areas, the 
number of nuisance complaints 
may increase.” 

Alberta Agriculture believes it's 
important to continue collecting 
agricultural land base data. 

"There will always be changes 
to our landscape," said Pearson. 
"Alberta Agriculture doesn't be¬ 
come involved in individual sub¬ 
divisions or zoning changes. This 
power is in the hands of local gov¬ 
ernments. Municipalities can do a 
good job in balancing the needs for 
residential and industrial devel¬ 
opments, and the need to main¬ 
tain a viable productive agricul¬ 
tural land base.”

CWB Bulletin 

At a glance: 

Bill C-4, an Act to Amend the Canadian Wheat Board Act, was 
passed by the Parliament of Canada and received Royal Assent on 
June 11, 1998. Bill C-4 was drafted after more than two years of 
consultation with the Canadian grain industry. The passage of 
this legislation marks an important milestone in the CWB's 63- 
year history. Under the Bill, the CWB will have a new corporate 
structure. A new Board of Directors will be made up of five 
government appointed board members and 10 members elected 
by the grain producers of Western Canada. The elections of 
farmers to the Board of Directors will likely occur in the fall of 
1998. 

From elevator to port: 

Primary elevator space across the Prairies averaged 43% space 
last week. Manitoba elevators averaged 49% space, Saskatchewan 
elevators averaged 39% space and Alberta elevators averaged 41% 
space. 

FOB forward: 

The Canadian International Grains Institute's (CIGI) Second 
International Wheat and Flour Evaluation Program began in 
Winnipeg June 15. The program focuses on the methodology used 
in the quality evaluation of wheat and flour. Fifteen participants 
representing 12 countries - Egypt, United Arab Emirates, Guate¬ 
mala, Canada, Thailand, Malaysia, South Africa, Brazil, Japan, 
Philippines, Peru and Korea - will be taking part in the program, 
which runs from June 15-23. CIGI is an instructional facility 
offering programs in grain handling, marketing, and technology. 
Its activities are funded 40% by the CWB adn 60% by Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada.

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You can cook in your backyard without the grill

There's nothing quite like it... 
sipping a cold drink while ham¬ 
burgers, hot dogs steaks or 
chicken sizzle on the grill. But 
did you know that backyard cook¬ 
ing is possible without a grill? A 
compost pile can "cook" your dis¬ 
ease-free vegetable matter, 
changing it from grass clippings, 
straw and chopped leaves into 


nutritious mulch. 

Building a compost pile can be 
fairly simple. First, find a place 
foryourcompost. Thendrivefour 
5-foot wood or metal stakes one 
foot into the ground. Fence in 
three sides with chicken wire 
leaving one side open for easy 
access. If you'd rather, you can 
purchase a prefabricated compost 
unit. 

Your compost pile should be 
at least three feet in diameter 


and four feet high to build a hot 
internal temperature that gets it 
"cooking." Never use meat or bone 
- they attract flies and create 
odours. Also avoid adding dis¬ 
eased plants or lawn clippings 
that have recently been treated 
with herbicides or weedkillers. 
John Deere suggests waiting at 
least four mowings after a lawn's 
been treated before composting 
grass clippings. 

Build your compost pile in 5- 


10-inch layers for best results. 
Sprinkle a 10-10-10 fertilizer 
that's 10 parts each of nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium - on 
top of each layer, and add a dust¬ 
ing lime to prevent odour. Cover 
each layer with soil. 

To keep "cooking 1 at the right 
temperature, your compost must 
remain moist, so leave a depres¬ 
sion in the top of the pile to catch 
rain. During dry spells, water 
your compost. And turn your com¬ 


post regularly so the drier out¬ 
side portion is folded inside 
where the internal heat and mi¬ 
crobial action can break it down 
Composting is really quite sim¬ 
ple, and the reward makes the 
effort worthwhile. By composting, 
I convert my yard waste to highly 
enriched soil and cook without 
the grill. This is my "gardener's 
gold" which helps to promote an 
abundance of beautiful blooms 
and tasty vegetables.

It is predicted that in the next five to six years that most of the 
increase in food spending will be in the commercial food service 
category. Not only are consumers buying more and more prepared 
foods, but the food service industry is also looking for food processors 
to provide partially or wholly prepared foods. Instead of making that 
chilli or cheesecake from scratch, restaurants and institutions are 
willing to save themselves labour costs and buy it already made. 

If your food product food service bound? Consider the differences 
between selling your food product into food service instead of through 
the Farmer's Market or retail. The food service operator will likely 
want larger quantities, highly functional packaging, and very basic 
labelling, nothingtoo fancy. They will also want it easy to prepare and 
unique. The commercial food service industry often takes the lead in 
starting new food trends. Think about the first time you saw the food 
items wraps and smoothies - likely on a restaurant menu. 

Where do food service operators find out about new products? One 
avenue is through ARFEX, a trade show that alternates between 
Calgary and Edmonton and showcases over 400 food service distribu¬ 
tors, restaurateurs, packaging and labelling suppliers, equipment 
dealers, food brokers, commodity associations, and more. They are all 
there exhibiting their food products and promoting their services to 
the hospitality and food service industry. The trade show is put on by 
the Alberta Restaurant and Food Services Association (ARFA). A 
Restaurant Guide is to be released this fall, is another venture 
currently being pursued by ARFA. 

Selling into food service is a new angle for many food processors. 
It involves taking a different strategy with your food products and 
really finding out what the industry wants and expects. If you would 
like more information on selling your food product into food service, 
or other trends and research in the food processing industpf, get on 
the mailing list for the Northwest Processor newsletter. This is a free 
newsletter put together by specialists with Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development in efforts to link rural processors with 
research, technology and information.

Most parents buckle their kids 
up in the car, and most do it wrong. 
That finding comes after the first 
full operational year of a child 
passenger safety program called 
Think Your Kids Are Buckled Up 
Right? Think Again! coordinated 
by Mission Possible. 

Ninety percent of child safety 
seats have at least one installa¬ 
tion or adjustment defect, based 
on inspections of some 2,500 seats 
in the past 12 months. Despite the 
user's best intentions, an improp¬ 
erly installed or poorly adjusted 
safety seat may not protect a child 
in a crash. When used properly, 
however, the seats provide almost 
miraculous protection. 

Jordan Semen of Wainwright, 
Alberta is alive today because his 
mom Cindy learned the proper 
way to install and adjust his child 
safety seat just days before Jor¬ 
dan's family was involved in a 
highway smash up. Both vehicles 
were demolished and two people 
in the other car were killed, but 
Jordan was unhurt thanks to his 
safety seat. Crash investigators 
believe that Jordan may have been 
seriously hurt if his safety seat 
had not been installed and used 
correctly. 

Think... Think Again co-chairs 
Staff Sergeant Steve MacDonald 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police "K" Division and Joyce 
McBean-Salvador of Mission Pos¬ 
sible are pleased with the results 
of the program. 

"The partners in the program 
have seen that child safety seats 
are saving lives," says MacDonald, 
"we just have to keep letting par¬ 
ents know how important it is to 
buckle the kids in properly. A 
poorly installed car seat provides 
only a false sense of security to the 
parent; it barely protects the child 
at all." 

Highway Traffic Act section 


65(2) allows police to fine drivers 
for having children improperly in¬ 
stalled or poorly adjusted safety 
seats. In the last 12 months, police 
across Alberta have issued some 
2,500 citations to drivers with im¬ 
properly restrained child passen¬ 
gers. 

Because education - not pun¬ 
ishment - is the main purpose of 
Think ... Think Again!, drivers 
who receive citations have the 
option to attend an educational 
seminar on child passenger re¬ 
straints. MacDonald calls Think 
... Think Again "one of the best 
examples of community-based 
policing at work." RCMP and 
municipal police service members 
lead the one hour seminar with 
public health nurses. During the 
first 12 months of the program, 
approximately 1,200 Alberta driv¬ 
ers have chosen this option. 

In addition to routine inspec¬ 
tion of safety seats, police through¬ 
out Alberta stage regular 
"childseat checkstops." Specially 
trained police and public health 
nurses conduct roadside inspec¬ 
tions of all child restraints used in 
the vehicle. There is a zero toler¬ 
ance policy; police will write a 
citation for any seat that is not 
certified for use, or is not installed 
or used correctly. 

The citations are a shock to 
many drivers, who truly believe 
that they are doingthe right thing 
for their children. Most of the 
motorists ticketed are thankful 
for having the potentially fatal 
deficiencies pointed out to them, 
although some are not happy 
about getting a $27.50 penalty for 
every misused or not used car 
seat. 

"The fine for having your child 
basically unprotected in a vehicle 
is less than a parking meter viola¬ 
tion," says MacDonald.

Crop report for June 17 

The rainfall pattern continues with showers favouring the southern and western parts of Alberta. 
Cool conditions across the province have slowed crop development. Cool conditions have also 
slowed crop deterioration in the northern and eastern parts of Alberta, where dry conditions exist. 
Soil moisture conditions improved slightly this past week. Last week's moisture conditions are in 
brackets for comparison purposes. Soil moisture is rated as excellent by 4% (0), very good by 19% 
(10), good by 22% (18), fair by 19% (27), poor by 23% (26), and very poor by 13% (19). 

Despite the recent cool conditions, crop development continues ahead of last year. Last year's 
numbers are in brackets for comparison. Alberta Pool reporting staff indicated 3% (0) of the wheat 
crop is heading, 2% (0) of the barley crop is heading, and 10% (1) of the canola crop is blooming. 
Where a condition index of 100 represents optimal growth conditions and 50 represents average 
growth conditions, Alberta Pool staff have reported the condition index below. The condition
